It is known that he has just been read-| 
ing the famous decision of the supreme | 
court of the State of LUlinais in the Hay- 
market cases, where the cepurt held that 
the makers of murder-urging speeches were 
accessory to any crime whidh their hearers 
might commit in the line of their teachings. 


But it is impossible to say whether he 
regards this as sound law and as pointing 
to a possibility of the successful prosecu- 
tion of the real leaders, thegarch-criminals, 
under state or perhaps federal statutes. 

But he is trying to gather a mass of facts 
which when published will arouse public 
sentiment, so well prepared by this Buffalo 
crime, to the point of a general,*concerted 
resolute move againgt all the anarchist 
leaders and teachers. 

Mr. Root’s plans are as yet only formed 
in outline, But he is patient, persistent 
and acute, and before many weeks he will 
have the issue in shape. 

Certain it is that he will not permit tne 
sentiment against those anarchists fo fail 
of definite results for lack of direction and 
object. On the face of the facts it looks 
like a 10-years’ sentence only for Czolg@sz. 
There was some talk of several charges of 
assault upon different persons being made 
against him with the result of a piling up 
of sentences into practically a life term. 

But as Czolgosz had no opportunity and 
made no attempt to assail those who were 
instantly upon him “‘like a football rush,’’ 
ae one official put it today, it is obvious, 
then, there is only the assault upon the 
President. The only possibility of a cumu- 
lative sentence seems to lie in the fact that 
two shots were fired. It may be that each | 
of those shots can be made the basis of a'| 
separate charge and he be punished 
with 10 years each, The are dili- 
gently scouring the penal for other 
charges.

It is probable that this was the case of 
Czolgoesz.

CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—Charles Mc-

cussing plans to kill President McKinley 
and two well-known New York capital- 
ists. After talking a few minutes the three 
shook hands and went toward the Michigan 
Central train for Buffalo. McMurray says 
he told the policeman on duty at the sta- 
tion, and after a few days had practically 
forgotten the occurrence. 

The description of one of the men given 
by Me Murray is not unlike the appearance 
of Czolgosz, and it is known that on’ July 
12 he was in Chicago, going east to Buffaio 
that night.

“The law at present states plainly that 
no one shall be refused admittance because 
of his political beliefs,"" the commissioner 
added, “‘and the only way that an an- 


archist can be kept out is by proving: that 
he had a criminal record on the other 


side.”’ 

The declaration was made in response to 
a query as to what would be done in re- 
gard to a number of anarchists who are on 
their way over here from England. Scot- 
land Yard officials had cabled descriptions 
of these men, and it-was thought that thelr 
entrance to this country could be prohib- 


ited.

MKINLEY’S NAME APPLAUDED. 


RESOLUTIONS OF SYMPATHY FOR 
HIM ADOPTED. 


They State That the President Has 
Been Stanch and True Friend 
of World’s Fair From Its 
: Inception. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the 
directors of the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition Co., at the Noonday Cluv, Tuesday, 
a resolution calling upon the stockholdcrs 
of the company for the payment of 20 per 
cent of their subscriptions was adopted. 

The resolution directs the treasurer 
the company to proceed to collect 
money. 

The following resolution, laid before the 
directors by President Francis at the di- 
rection of the executive committee, was 
approved unanimously and entered upon 
the *records of the company: 

“The attempt upon the life of the Presi- 
dent of the United States is viewed by the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co, with a 
sense of abhorrence which words fail to 
convey.

Tube Plant at McKeesport Is Standing 
Idle. 

PITTSBURG, Sept. 10.—There was no at- 
tempt made today to resume operations at 
the National. Tube Works, McKeesport. 
The streets were early thronged with 
thousands of strikers and the. mén who 
were turned back yesterday by the strikers 
did not leave their homes. 


Except at the Huey street entrance to 
the mill there was no disorder. A few 
bricklayers started into the plant, but a 
crowd of Hungarians assembled there and 
forced them to remain on the outside.

The tie-up is now complete and it 
is likely. the officials will shut down the 
plant indefinitely.

The boat 
brought the Duquesne men, who have been 
working in the mill, over an hour earlier 
than usual, and there was no excitement.

LEFT IN SHAFFERS HANDS. 


HE MUST CONDUCT ALL THE FU-

He Says That He Has No Propositions 
for Settlement Under Way and 
That None Were Made 
to Him. 


PITTSBURG, Sept. 10.~—The general ex-

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 11.—The city is 
filled with rumors that Leon F. Czolgosz 
has confessed to the police that his at- 
tempt upon the life of President McKinley 
was the result of a conspiracy, in which 
many besides himself had a part. So far 
as can be learned, Czolgosz has refused to 
mention any name except that of Emma 
Goldman, but it is said that papers are in 
existence which, if they can be discovered, 
will lay bare the entire conspiracy and 
will result in wholesale arrests, followed 
by prosécutions. Although Emma _ Gold- 
man was arrested in Chicago, it ls prob- 
able that she will be® brought to Buffalo 
for trial The center of the conspiracy is 
here, Buffalo is filled literally to overfiow- 
ing with agents of the secret service.

CHEERING REPOR’ 
FOLLOW DOCTORS’ 
CONSULTATION. 


Y., Sept. 11.—The docters arried for the 
morning consultation at 8:30. Dr. Park 
said before he entered the Milburm resi- 
dence that if alarming stories had gone 
abroad as a result of last night’s opera- 
tion, they were entirely aanwaranted. Ev- 
erythin, he declared, was going satis- 
factorily. The taking out of a few 
stitches and the redressing of the wound, 
he said, constituted an unimportant inc1- 
dent and gave not the slightest ground 
for apprehending complications. 

The stay of the doctors was rather 
longer than usual, but this was to be ex- 
pected after the events of last night. 
There was intense anxiety to learn the 
first announcement of the morrfng, as 
this was looked forward to as an index 
of the day. 

It was noted that no cabinet officer 


had called since early last evening, so 
that it was apparent that those nearest 


to the President, in an official capacity, 
were not alarméd over the happenings 


of last night. 


“AL LGOOD ’NEWS-” 


The conference broke up at 9:15 and 
five minutes later Dr...Mynter left the 
house. 

“Tt is al good news,” said he, as he 
reached the rope, at which half a hun- 
dred newspaper men were congregated. 
“The action we took last night has 
proved beneficial. 

“T feel more confidence in the Presi- 
dent’s recovery than at any time since 
he was shot. 

“Everything is favorable and we have 
tripled the amount of nourishment, giv- 
ing him now three teaspoonfuls of beef 
juice every hour instead of one. 

“But the President’s recovery will be 
slow. All falk of him sitting up in a 
few days and leaving Buffalo in a week is 
nonsense. I shall be satisfied if he can 
be moved in six weeks.’ 

Dr. Mynter said that Dr. Mann had 
taken out the stitches in the wound last 
night.

Dr. Park was asked as to the opera- 
tion of the bowels following the first ad- 
ministraton of beef juice by the mouth 
last night. 

“The results have been excellent,” he 
replied, “and this morning we have in- 
creased the quantity of beef juice fed by 
the mouth.

PITTSBURG,, Pa., Sept. 11.—No attempt 
whatever was made this morning to start 
the big tube mill at McKeesport, although 
there was a large crowd of strikers around 
the mill to keep out any men who tried to 
go back. After the lively scenes of yes- 
terday none of the employes showed the 
feast inclination to return, but even if they 
ha#i, nO work was open for them and the 
attempt had been useless. 

Total suspension of the National tube 
mill and other plants of the National Tube 
Co. will likely follow the two unsuccessful | 
attempts to resume operations—those of | 
yesterday and Monday. 

Fires have been drawn at all the Mc- 
Keesport plants of the National Tube Co. 
and the firemen and a few others who have 
been doing odd jobs about the mill have 


been notified not to return to work until 
further notice. The only people about the 
mill this morning are the watchmen. 
Fires have also been drawn at the Na- 
tional rolling mill and at the Mononga- 
hela steel works. This was done last night 
and all the men except the watchmen were 


sent home. 

Scarcity of puddlers and finishers and the 
determined stand of the strikers are said 
to have caused the change in the plans of 


the company officials. 

The strikers are growing ugly and numer- 
ous assaults are reported within the past 
48 hours. This morning Mrs. Peter Snyder 
wae assaulted by a epoengnee while carry- 
ing lunch to her husband in the National 
rolling mill. Her dress was torn and the 
dinner pail carried off. Mike Culovitch, 
who, with his 20 boarders, worked in the 
tube mill, was attacked this morning and 
warned that his house would be burned if 
he did not stop working.

TURF WRITER, LAID TO REST. 


BURIAL WAS IN. CALVARY.

The funeral of Charles R. Mackenzie, 
the well-known lIotal turf writer, who died 
Monday morning from injuries received 
in a street car accident, took place Wed- 
nesday morning from the undertaking es- 
tablishment of Farley & Wand, 1012 North 
Vandeventer avenue.

A number of women were also 
among the mourners who assembled to 
pay tribute to Mr. Mackenzie's memory. 
All expressed sorrow at the tragic cir- 
cumstances attending his death.

EIGHT MILES iN LENGTH 


FOR FIVE HOURS THE VETERANS 
OF ’61 PASSED ALONG IN LINE. 


Heartfelt Tribute of Cheers Met the 
Battle-Scarred Men as They 
Tramped Along the Streets 
of Cleveland. 


CLEVELAND, 0O., Sept. 11.—Notwith- 
standing lowering clouds that constantly 
threatened a downpour of rain throughout 
the morning, the grand parade of the 
thirty-fifth national encampment of the G.

The thousands of 
people in the reviewing stands and on the 
grandstands which lined Bond street, in 
the Court of Honor, saw a continuous pa- 
rade six or eight miles long pass. The en- 
thusiasm cannot be portrayed in a word 
picture. 

It was a spontaneous, heartfelt, genuine, 
enthusiastic tribute on the part of the pa- 
triotic and apprectative people of the sac- 
rifice made and danger faced by the pa- 
triotsw ho 40 years ago welded the coun- 
try in renewed bonds of love and union, 
which have resulted in the greatest and 
most progressive nation the world has ever 
known. 

As the ranks of the veterans passed, 
state by state, department by department. 
cheers and os were renewed, and 
the sight of the tattered battle flags filled 
the hearts of the people almost to the 
point of bursting.

VANITY A MOTIVE OF MURDER. 


, The most conspicuous feature in the character of nearly 
ali the assassins of Kings and Presidents is inordinate van- 
ity. They have an insane desire for public notice. 

In every case the assassin announces himself a hero. He 
Wilkes Booth shouted, “sic semper 
tyrannis” just after he shot President Lincoln and unques- 
tionably thought it a fine thing to be the center of the stage. 
Guiteau was worse. He was sure he was the most import- 
ant man of his time. And the mad creature who shot down 
President McKinley is happy in the belief that everybody 
in Christendom is talking about him. 

The same characteristic appears in the assassins of King 
Humbert, Empress Elizabeth and President Carnot. They 
were boasters who insisted that they were heroes deserving 
well of, mankind. 

Curiously enough the names of these creatures soon fade 
from the public mind. Like the man who fired the Ephesian 
dome, the modern assassin is forgotten, even though his 
deed and its consequences are burnt Yn history. 

It may be questioned if vanity is not the chief, if not sole 
motive, in such cases. The assassin is more fool] than lunatic. 
Whatever ideas he may harbor in his addled head concern- 
ing the social order, capital and labor, oppression, tyranny 
and human liberty, they never take consistent form. Not a 
single one of these assassins has been able to give a con- 
sistent, intelligible account of himself or his theories. But 
this one fact stands out—vanity, insane craving for notoriety. 

There is here a suggestion for alienist and sociologist. At 
the bottom of every act is motive, and the act cannot be 
fully understood without a clear comprehension of this under- 
lying cause. If we can find out what special infirmity, mora] 
or mental, is common to assassins, we may be able to deal 


with them more effectually.

BROWN FRICASSEE.—Cut a hare, nice- 
ly cleaned and washed, into eight pieces. 
Salt and pepper each piece and roll sep- 


arately in sifted flouc. If preferred, crack- 
er or bread crumbs and a beaten egg may 
be used to dredge the hare instead of 
flour. Have ready a deep frying pan nalf 
filled with hot lard. Drop the ieces in 
and fry them a rich brown, turning them 
so as to brown both sides evenly. Twenty 
minutes will be long enough for the thick 
yleces, fifteen for the thin ones. Lay the 
brown yieces on a hot platter, and leaving 
the frying pan on the fire, stir into it one 
tablespoonful of sifted flour. Let it brown 
slightly and then pour one cupful of sweet 
milk or hot water into it, stirring briskly 
for a few minutes. Pour this hot gravy 
through a strainer over the hare. If an 
onion is chopped fine and fried in the fat 
and two tablespoonfuls of tomato juice 
added, with a dust of cayenne pepper, the 
milk may be omitted from the gravy. One 
teaspoonful of curry powder will make the 
hare a curry to serve with rice.

“But you had threatened her often be- 
fore that, had you not?” 

“No. She knew I had a gun, and, when 
she was bad to me, I told her that some

The doctors in Ward 15 In the City Hos- 
pital are watching Keneiley closely, They 
fear he will attempt to commit suicide, 
now that he knows that his recovery is 
certain.

As 
he has repeatedly stated to me and to 
the nurses that he will kill himself to 
aoid the penalty of the law if he gets a 
chance we are compelled to keep every- 
one, not personally known {to US, away 
from him. If we permitted his friends to 
see him he might persuade one of them 
to furnish him means for destroying hin- 
self. We cannot leave his bed because 
he is pped to it as a prisoner.

CORN SHOWS A_ DECLINE 


MISSOURI’S APPLE CROP IS BET- 
TER THAN ON AUG. Il. 


The Potato Crop Gives Concern From 
the Fect That the Average Is but 
52.2 Per Cent of a 
Normal Yield. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The conditino 
of the crops throughout the country is 
shown in thé monthly statement from the 
department of agricultufe. The report 
shows the average condition of corn on 
Sept. 1 to have been 651.7. There was a de- 
cline during August amounting to 2.3 points, 
and the condition on the 1st of the, present 
month was 28.9 points lower than on Sept. 1, 
1900, 33.5 points lower than at the corres- 
ponding date in 1899, 31 points below the 
mean of the September.averages for the 
last ten years, and 83 points below the 
lowest feptember average, that of 1881, ever 
before recorded. While the August rains 
were beneficial to late planted corn, it is 
in only a few states that the crop as*a 
whole shows any improvement or has even 
held its own during the month. There has 
been a decline of 13 points in Ohio, 8 in 
Indiana, 2 in Illinois, Iowa and Texas and 
3 in Nebraska. In Kansas and Missouri 
the local gains and losses about counter- 
balance each other, and in these states 
the condition of the crop as a whole is rep- 
Focenteg by the same figures as on Aug. 


The average condition at harvest of win- 
ter and spring wheat combined was &2.8, 
against 69.6 last year, 70.1 in 1899, and a 
l0-year average of 80.3. North Dakota, 
California and Oregon report a condition of 
7 points, Washington, 12; Indiana, 16; [Ili 
nois, 19; Missouri, 22, and Kansas 28 poiats 
above their respective l0-year averages. 
On the other-hand, the average condition in 
lowa is 2 points, in Ohio and South Dakota 
3, Pennsylvania 6, Minnesota and Nebraska 
8, Michigan 22 and Texas 36 points belaw 
the respective l0-year averages of thése 
States. 

The average condition of oats when har- 
vested was 72.1, against 82.9 last year, 87.2 
in 1899, and a 10-year average of 81.6. Of 
the states having the largest acreage de- 
voted to this product only lowa and Minne- 
sota report a condition comparing favorably 
with their 10-year averages, the former 
being 1 point and the latter 4 points above 
On the other hand, the con- 
dition of the crop in Ohio and Michigan is 
3 points, in Illinois 7, in Indiana 8, W.scon- 
sin 11, Nebraska 20, Kansas 21, New York 
25, Peansylvania 34 and Missouri 41 points 
below the respective 10-year averages of 
these states. 

The average condition of barley when 
harvested was 83.8, against 70.7 last year, 
86.7 in 1899 and 83.1 t mean of the aver- 
ages of the last 10 yeaTs. 

ince Aug. 1 there has been a general 
Improvement in the condition cf tobacco. 
Virgiria, Tennessee, Maryland and Penn- 
sylvania report conditions 1, 3, 9 and W 
polnts above their respective 10-year aver- 
ages; in Kentucky the present condition 
and the 10-year average are equal, and in 
North Carolina, Ohio, Wisconsin and Mis- 
sourl, the conditions are, respectively, 12, 
13, 23 and 49 points below such averages. 


Potatoes Show 
Great Shortage. 

The average condition of potatoes 
Sept. 1 was 62.2, against 62.3 on Aug. 
1901, 8) on Sept. 1, 1900, 86.3 at the corre- 
sponding date in 1899, and 78.8 the mean 
of the Beptember averages of the last 10 
years. The present condition .s the low- 
est ever reported in September, being 10.2 
points below that of 1894, the lowest previ- 
ous September condition. 

There has been a general deciine in the 
condition of sweet potatoes since Aug. 
although five of the principal states still 
show a condition equal to or above that of 
a month ago. 

The acreage of cloverseed has been con- 
siderably reduced since last year, only two 
of the states in which the production of 
cloverseed is of more than local importance, 
New York and Michigan, reporting even a 
small increase in acreage. All other states, 
except Nebraska, in which state the area 
is the same as last year, report deceases 
ranging from 5 per cent in California and 
Ohio to 37 per cent in Missouri. In New 
York. Minnesota and Michigan the present 
conditions are 1, 7 and 17 points above the 
respective ten-year averages; but all other 
states report conditions below such aver- 
ages. 

Of the five principal sugar cane states, 
Mississippi alone reports an improvement in 
condition during August, the present condi- 
tion being 97, against 82 a month ago. The 
condition in Georgia remained at a stand- 
still during the month and Alabama, Texas 
and Louisiana show decreases of 1, 3 dnd 
4 points, respectively. 

Three of the principal sugar cane states 
—Toulsiana, Georgia and Mississippi—show 
conditions slightly above their ten-year av- 
erages, and in Alabama and Texas condi- 
tions are, respectively, 8 and 21 points be- 
low such averages. 

An improvement .in the condition of rice 
during the month of August is repd¥ted 
in but two of the rice-growing states— 
Florida and Texas. In Louisiana and North 
Carolina there has been no appreciable 
change in condition, and South Carolina, 
Georgia and Alabama report declines. In 
Louisiana, the chief seat of the rice-grow- 
ing industry, the condition is 4 points 
above the mean of the averages of the last 
seven years.

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Apple Crop 
Is Improved. 

Five of the more important apple-growing 
states report an improvement in condition 
during August, such improvement amount- 
ing to 1 point in Indiana, 2 points in Ken- 
tucky, 3 in Tennessee, 11 in Missouri and 
12 in Kansas. Only three of the states— 


Indiana, Virginia and Kansas-—report cun- 
ditions above their 10-year averages, while 
the remainder of the states report condl- 
tions below such averages, ranging from 1 

yint in Kentucky to 42 points in New 
Tork. 

Reports as to the production of peaches, 
as compared with a full crop, in the im- 

rtant peach-growing states, runge from 
oe per cent in Texas to 76 in Tennessee, 
but three states showing an indicated pro- 
duction equal to or above taat indicated 
in @eptember, 1900. In all but two of the 
principal peach-groWing states, however, 
a production exceeding the 10-year average 
is probable} , 

In all the states In which the growing of 
grapes is of more than local importance, 
except California, the present condition is 
below the 10-year average. 

There is a decrease in the number of 
stock hogs being fattened, as compared 
with the number a year ago, in every state 
except Arizona, where an increase of 16 
per cent is noted. In the important hog-

CROP AND WEATHER REPORT. | 


Telegraphic Advices From Various 
States on Conditions. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 11—Crop and 
weather conditions are telegraphically re- 
ported to the Weather EPureau as follows 

for the week: 

Mississippi—Wather dry, all the week, 
favorable for crops and farm work; cotton 
opening fast, picking becoming generai, 
crop short, being damaged cunsiderably by 
rust, shedding, boll worms and excessive 
rains of August, some complaint of blight; 
fodder pulling about throusn; crop of in- 
ferior quality; late corn improving; pota- 
toes, peas, turnips, sorghum and sugar 
cane doing finely. 

Louisiana—Clear, with no rain, except 
shuwers south portion jd to 6th inclusive; 
cotion picking general and progressing rap- 
idly; crop suffering from rust and shedding 
ip several localities; sharpshvoters and boli 
wcims destroying bolls in few parishes; 
rive harvest, except in few districts, yield 
generally satisfactory; late rice improved; 
evupar cane very promising, snowing 14 red 
‘gints in some sections; corn gathering 
progressing; much hay saved; gardens 
doing well. 

Texas—Temperature below normal; heavy 
rains along gulf coast, over southeast and 
portions of west central sections; drouth 
broken in portions of southwest and along 
lower Rio Grande, but continues in cen- 
tral sections and portions of northeast; 
coton being rapidly picked; no improve- 
ment noted in late cottcen, which has stop- 
ped growing and blooming in dry districts, 
and is shedding and rusting badly where 
rain fell: corn gathered; ce and sugar 
cane ready to cut. 

Arkansas—Hot days, cool nights, no rain 
of consequence; cotton opening rapidly, 
picking progressing, yield promises fair to 
good on bottom land, poor on uplands; 
corn about all made; potatoes poor stands 
and being injured by drouth, apples gen- 
erally good northwest section, generally 
poor elsewhere. 

Tennesseé—Fair weather and sunshine 
made one of the most favorable weeks of 
the season for farm work, and good prog- 
ress resulted in growth and maturity of 
crops; tobacco fine, ilps, and housing be- 
coming general; cotton rapidly opening and 
picking in full progress; much good pea vine 
and millet hay and fodder saved; unmatur- 
ed crops in good condition; large crop of 
peaches; ——— still rotting; ate corn 
growing well, some early being cut. 

Kentucky—The temperature average was 
little above normal during the week, and 
practically no rainfall occurred; these con- 
ditions are very favorable for pean and 
maturing crops, but rain ts needed badly {fn 
some localities; late corn and tobacco are 
doing well; peaches are plentiful, but ap- 
ples scarce; fair crop of early millet being 
cut for hay; winter wheat and rye are be 
ing sown where land is not too dry; farm 
work well up. 

Missouri—Warm, dry weather continues; 
corn drying up, cutting progressing rapid- 
ly, about completed in some counties; cot- 
ton picking progressing; crop light; pas- 
tures generally bare, stock being fed as in 
winter; late forage crops making little or 
no progress; apples continue dropping, 
many trees dying; some wheat sown too 
drv tor germinating. 

[llinois—Continued dry and generally warm 
weather; preparation of wheat ground re- 
tarded; corn deteriorating slightly, matur- 
itv hastened by dry weather, muci of it 
now in shock; broomcorn harvest vrogress 
ing, a good crop; good crop of clover seed 
and stock peas; pastures deteriorating and 
stock being fed; potatoes and gardens poor: 
apple prospects continue poor, but pedches 
are abundant. 

lowa—Week warm and dry, closing widely 
distributed showers, which will faciltate 
plowing and fall seeding; corn rapidly near- 
ing maturity, and bulk of late planted fields 
will be beyond danger from frost by the 
*th, cutting in active progress and in drier 
sections about half the acreage is in shock, 
except portions of northern districts, 2 
tures are bare and stock being fed frém 
cornfields. 

Kansas—Fine rafms west, 8 inches at Ne®s 
City: corn ripening rapidly in central and 
eastern sections, cutting continues, nearing 
completion in many counties; wheat sow- 
ing begun in few counties, many waiting 
for rains; pastures good west, needing rain 
7 central, fair east; east half too dry to 
plow. 

Oklahoma and Indian Territory—Showers 
improved pastures. Kaffir corn and cane 
some, but were insufficient for material 
benefit: cotton picking, Kaffir corn, broom 
corn, cane and hay cutting progressing, 
with cotton giving light rvields: fall wheat 
slowing and seeding made slow progress; 
ate fruit fair yield.

WHAT MACLAY SAID ABOUT SC HLEY. 


1. Concerning the withdrawal from Santiago: 

In his report about the coal supply of the vessels under his command Schley 
exhibited either a timidity amounting to absolute cowardice or a prevarication of 
facts that were intrinsically falsehoods. 

Schiey on May 2, 1898, sullied the brightest of American mottoes by penning: 

“Much to be regretted, cannot obey orders,’ and turned in caitiff fllght from 
the danger spot toward which duty, honor and the whole American people were 
most certainly urging him. 

Viewed in whatever light it may be, the foregoing dispatch cannot be charac- 
terized otherwise than as being, without exception, the most humillating, cow- 
ardly and lamentable report ever penned by an American officer. 

2. As to the reconnoisance at Santiago: 

This timid and nerveless attack on Cervera’s ships is the more disappointing 
when we remember the elaborate and brave preparations Schley had made to ‘‘get 
at the enemy’ in earnest. * * * =Schiley’s farcical blockade cannot be described 
otherwise than as wilful disobedience of orders. 

&. As to the loop of the Brooklyn: 

Schiey ordered the helm aport. * * * “Kut that will carry us into the Tex-
